YOU ARE ALSO HEREBY NOTIFIED that the 
business meeting will be held at the Town House in said Orange 
at seven o’clock in the evening on Wednesday, the 12" day of 
March, 2014 to act upon Articles 3 through 12 in this warrant. 


ARTICLE 1: (By official ballot) To elect the following town 
officers for the following terms: 1 Selectman — 3 year term, | 
Overseer Public Welfare — 1 year term, | Town Clerk — 1 year 
term, | Budget Committee — 3 year term, | Treasurer — | year 
term, 1 Cemetery Trustee — 3 year term, | Tax Collector — 1 year 
term, | Trustee Trust Funds — 3 year term, | Deeding Agent — | 
year term, | Auditor — 2 year term, 1 Road Agent — 1 year term, 
1 Cemetery Agent — | year term, 2 Planning Board — both 3 year 
terms, | Supervisor of Check List — 6 year term, | Moderator — 2 
year term, and any other officers as required by law. 


ARTICLE 2: (By official ballot) To see if the Town will vote to 
approve the amendment to the Orange Zoning Ordinance, as 
proposed by the Planning Board, in order to bring the definition 
of “Junk Yard” into conformity with state law. The following 
question will appear on the official ballot: 


Are you in favor of the amendment to the Orange Zoning 
Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board? The amendment 
will replace the current definition of “Junk Yard” as contained in 
Article X of the Ordinance, with the following: 


‘Junk Yard” shall have the same meaning as set forth in RSA 
236:112,1, as amended, namely a place used for storing and 
keeping, or storing and selling, trading, or otherwise transferring 
old or scrap copper, brass, rope, rags, batteries, paper, trash, 
rubber debris, waste, or junked, dismantled, or wrecked motor 
vehicles, or parts thereof, iron, steel, or other old or scrap ferrous 
or nonferrous material. Without in any way diminishing the 
generality of the foregoing, the term includes, but is not limited 
to the following types of junk yards: 

(a) Automotive recycling yards, meaning a motor vehicle 
junk yard, as identified in subparagraph (c), the primary purpose 
of which is to salvage multiple motor vehicle parts and materials 
for recycling or reuse; 

(b) Machinery junk yards, as defined in RSA 236:112,III, 
namely any yard or field used as a place of storage in which 
there is displayed to the public view, junk machinery or scrap 
metal that occupies an area of 500 square feet; and 

(c) Motor vehicle junk yards, meaning any place, not 
including the principal place of business of any motor vehicle 
dealer registered with the director of motor vehicles under RSA 
261:104 and controlled under RSA 236:126, where the following 
are stored or deposited in a quantity equal in bulk to 2 or more 
motor vehicles: 

(1) Motor vehicles which are no longer intended or in 
condition for legal use according to their original purpose 
including motor vehicles purchased for the purpose of 
dismantling the vehicles for parts or for use of the metal for 
scrap; and/or 

(2) Used parts of motor vehicles or old iron, metal, glass, 
paper, cordage, or other waste or discarded or secondhand 
material which has been a part, or intended to be a part, of any 
motor vehicle. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 
3% on taxes paid in full within twenty days from the date of the 
bills pursuant to RSA 80:52 on the condition that the taxpayer 
deduct the discount at time of payment.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


Highlights 

We’re happy to report that it was a quiet year in Orange. There 
were no major issues, no major storms, and all town boards and 
committees worked well together. 


The Building 

A few problem spots on the exterior of the Town House were 
repaired, and the building received a fresh coat of paint. Scott 
Sanborn has developed a plan to repair a crack in the 
foundation and to redirect the flow of water from the hillside 
and the run-off from the roof. Inside, the Town Clerk’s office 
received a new heater and a new computer, enabling an 
efficient and pleasant experience when you stop in to register 
your car or dog. The Town House received an upgrade to DSL, 
allowing a faster broadband connection and greater efficiency. 
There is now a second phone line for emergency messages. 


If you look out back, you’ll see the new emergency generator. 
It was purchased in a 50/50 agreement with the Department of 
Homeland Security, Emergency Management Offices. During 
a recent power outage, Sandi Pierson reported that there was no 
interruption in service at all. 


The Books 

Sandi Pierson, Secretary to the Board of Selectmen, has been 
updating many records that will bring the town closer into 
compliance with state guidelines. Elderly exemptions 

and veteran’s credit are 100% compliant and 

a comprehensive current use update is ongoing. Over the years 
many properties were taken out of current use without the 
changes being recorded on the tax card, and without a levying 
of the Land Use Change Tax. Thanks to Sandi’s diligent work, 
the town records are continually improving. The process of 
setting the town tax rate went so smoothly, it was done earlier 
than ever before.

Wind Energy 

There are no current proposals to construct an industrial wind 
farm within the Town of Orange but we are affected to the 
extent that the turbines are or may be visible to residents or 
visitors to Orange. The existing Groton Wind Project, primarily 
seen from Cardigan Mountain and other heights of land in 
Orange, consists of 24 turbines. Currently there are three 
additional proposed wind projects in towns abutting Orange. 
Before Iberdrola revised their Wild Meadow Wind Project to 
exclude Grafton, the nearest turbine would have been less than 
a half mile from an Orange residence. Because this issue is of 
importance to a number of residents, the Select Board and 
Conservation Commission are keeping informed of the 
progress of these regional wind project proposals and the 
legislation affecting them. 


Trash 

Trash will be collected on SATURDAY rather than Friday on 
these dates: May 31‘, July 5", September 6"", November 29" 
and December 27". Mark your calendar now 


Where to go for information 

Later this year, almost all municipal applications will be 
available on line as well as many essential municipal 
documents such as the Master Plan, Subdivision Regulations, 
Zoning Regulations, Site Plan Regulations, Local Emergency 
Operations Plan, Driveway Regulations... and much more. 

The site, run and 
financed by volunteers, also contains links to the Orange 
Conservation Commission, Select Board minutes, New 
Hampshire and federal government sites, state representatives’ 
voting records, and the Orange Town Calendar—including 
Town Clerk hours, meeting dates, and trash pickups.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR 2013 


2013 was another fairly quiet year for the Orange Planning 
Board, with no applications submitted for consideration. 


The Board welcomed Albert Emerson to the table upon his 
election in March. Member Frank Giner submitted his 
resignation as he has permanently relocated to warmer climes. 
Judith Lindahl was appointed to finish out his term. 


In the absence of land use applications, the Board has had time 
to make headway on some other business, much of which was 
continuation of items begun in 2012. 


We have written drafts of several chapters for the upcoming 
2014 Master Plan revision, and have gathered demographic data 
from the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Commission needed to complete several more. There will be 
little change to report in most of the yet unfinished chapters such 
as New Home Construction, Land Use and Ownership of Land - 
though the addition of over 400 acres to the Cardigan Mountain 
State Forest will be included in the last — so these will go 
together quickly. We will have some new information to include 
in the Natural Resources chapter to reflect data that has been 
gathered and tabulated by our Conservation Commission. All in 
all, we feel that we are right on track to complete the updates on 
schedule during 2014. 


Another major item the Board took action on in 2013 was to 
review and revise Orange’s junk / junk yard regulatory 
ordinance. The primary issue was an outdated and essentially 
unenforceable definition of what constitutes a junk yard. We 
reviewed regulation of neighboring towns, and researched state 
guidelines. Our town attorney reviewed and suggested an 
updated definition consistent with current NH statute which the 
Board has endorsed. A public hearing was held on January 21 
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(2014) with little fanfare or comment. You will find the 
proposed revision to the ordinance on the upcoming ballot. 


In May the Board accepted the recent reclassification of portions 
of Tug Mountain, New Colony and Peaslee Roads, a formality to 
conclude the process begun several years ago. We briefly 
revisited whether to recommend having Orange join FEMA’s 
Flood Insurance Program, regardless of the inaccurate existing 
mapping. The consensus was that since so few properties are 
affected we didn’t feel it was a pressing need, so the issue was 
tabled but would be revived if it comes to pass that joining the 
program will help any of our residents. 


Finally, the Board will be assisting the Conservation 
Commission in investigating the several parcels of land in town 
listed on the assessors maps that are either owned by the town or 
indicated as “owner unknown’. The first of these, about 1.4 
acres between Williams Road and Orange Brook listed as 
“owner unknown” was found to be a “remnant parcel” of land, 
part of a large former farm that was subdivided in the mid 1980’s 
by Patten Corporation but 
never included in any of the 
lots they sold. This project 
will continue into the coming 
year. 


The Chairman wishes to 
thank the members of the 
Planning Board for their 
commitment and thoughtful 
considerations to the planning 
issues that impact the Town 
of Orange. Thank you also, to 
Town Attorney Bernie 
Waugh for once again 
holding his annual Municipal 
Law Update in December and A forest monitor from SPNHF 
to our Board of Selectmen for examines a giant burl located 
their dedication to the town. within Sudrabin Forest 
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The Planning Board holds its regular meetings on the third 
Tuesday of every month. Those wishing to be heard formally by 
the board, whether to discuss a subdivision or boundary 
adjustment, or any topic of general interest related to planning 
and zoning may ask to be placed on the agenda by contacting 
Secretary Robert Proulx at 523-4590, or Chairman Scott Sanborn 
at 523-7240.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 
FOR THE YEAR 2013 


It has been my honor and pleasure to once again serve the Town 
of Orange as your Road Agent. 


Much was accomplished in 2013, the foremost being the 
completion of the last two projects repairing damage from 
2011’s tropical storm Irene that were funded by aid from FEMA. 
The first was the extension of a large culvert on Burnt Hill Road 
and restoration of its headwalls and surrounding slopes. Richard 
Remacle’s crew did an outstanding job. 


The second, and probably the most obvious was, as discussed in 
last year’s report, a modification of a project originally written as 
a repair of the Tuttle Hill Road and Williams Road intersection. 
Through discussions with FEMA representatives it had been 
arranged to instead restore a badly degraded section of Tuttle 
Hill Road extending about 700 feet northerly from Cross Road, 
followed by a shimming and resurfacing of the entire paved 
portion of Tuttle Hill Road and Cross Road. This was funded

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partially by the money earmarked for the original project, and 
partly by other FEMA funds left over from repairs made in 201 1 
right after the storm that were completed for much less than the 
allotted budget. Under FEMA rules, the Town of Orange was 
free to apply this money to other projects as deemed appropriate. 


Richard Remacle Construction performed the subbase 
reclamation, and Blaktop, Inc. of Lebanon provided the paving 
services. They were excellent to work with, very professional 
and responsive to our needs, and completed a high quality 
project. The cost of the paving came in at just under $63,000. 


Underscored by this paving work was the assessment that almost 
all of our other paved roads are also reaching (or have already 
reached) the point where if they are not addressed soon they will 
be past the stage where a simple shimming and resurfacing will 
be an adequate repair. A gross budget figure to repave the 
remaining roads will be around or a little over $100,000 (at 
current rates). My suggestion is that the town begins 
appropriating substantial money toward our road improvement 
capital reserve fund over the next 2 to 4 years, then finance the 
rest of the funds needed to complete the work. Longer than that 
time frame, I am concerned that the costs will rise dramatically 
due to the fact that more reclamation will be necessary. It is a lot 
of money for a small town, but at some point it will become 
necessary if we wish to maintain a sound transportation 
infrastructure. A couple of the lesser travelled roads with gentle 
grades may be more cost effective for us in the long run if 
reclaimed to gravel; however, this is a change that not all 
affected residents might want to see. 


Even after the summer paving project, we had some additional 
money still remaining from FEMA’s funding of Irene repairs 
that allowed us to complete a number of other projects above and 
beyond what could be funded within our usual operating budget. 
These included embankment stabilization in several locations, a 
modest raising of the elevation of the lower part of Williams 
Road and replacement of a long buried culvert at the Burnt 
Hill/Brock Hill/River Road intersection. Also, harkening back to 
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the paving issues discussed above, we completely reclaimed the 
subbase of the upper part of New Colony Road where the 
pavement was degraded past the point of repair. For the short 
term, a ledgestone “hardpak” travel surface has been laid down, 
but with such a steep grade we will ultimately be wise to include 
this stretch in any future repaving. 


Our expenditures under the operating budget came in a little over 
$10,000 under the budget appropriation, mostly due to another 
year of below average snowfall (although December 2013 
attempted to try make up some of the shortfall). As a result, 
some of the funding of projects originally planned to come from 
FEMA funds could be paid from the regular budget, leaving a 
small balance to carry forward for yet one more year out of the 
aid for Irene. This last bit of funding has been earmarked for 
some site work to improve drainage behind the Town House, 
installation of gutters and repair of a crack in the foundation. 


For the most part, there was not a lot of excitement during the 
summer months; there were no exceptionally severe storms. 
Other than some minor washouts, we escaped the severe flash 
flooding that plagued other areas of the Upper Valley, Lebanon 
in particular. The notable exception to the quiet was our 
Memorial Weekend snowstorm! Green leaves and mild 
temperatures succumbed to a cold rain on May 26 which turned 
into a heavy wet snow ranging from 2-3” in the valleys to nearly 
10” up the mountainside. The weight of the snow turned many 
stretches of road in the higher elevations into war zones with 
snapped off limbs and toppled trees. Northern New England 
weather at its finest! 


All in all, the roads are looking in good shape as we head into 
2014. Barring storm damage I do not foresee much work this 
year beyond the routine maintenance, stabilizing a few more soft 
spots as mud season arrives and some limb and brush clearing. 


Lastly, the annual round of thanks go out as usual: To Richard 
Remacle and his crew for their top-notch quality work, and for 
being so easy to work with. To the Board of Selectmen for their 
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accessibility, confidence and cooperation. To Sandi Pierson for 
keeping us all in touch and on track. To the residents of Orange 
for their support, and especially to my wife Laurie for putting up 
with the sometimes crazy hours and the occasional need to bend 
schedules to the whim of the weather. 


Also, a reminder that there is a much under-utilized service 
provided to the town by Jay & Dorothy Heinrichs in the form of 
their community web site www.orangenh.us which includes a 
discussion page on roads where residents are invited to share 
their thoughts. 


To anyone I may have overlooked I extend my apologies and 
gratitude. I look forward to hopefully continuing to serve our 
community in 2014.

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2013 REPORT OF THE 
ORANGE HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


Our mission of preserving artifacts, old photographs, and stories 
that relate to the history of Orange has continued. Orange’s 
permanent collection was enriched by a gift of family photos 
donated by Mildred Robinson Hanson Davis. We received a 
large box of hymnals from the Orange Church, donated by 
Priscilla Eastman. A large collection of 78 RPM records was 
given by Professor Alex Hartov, which includes square, contra, 
and country dance numbers. This would have been the music 
which might have been played during the 1920’s at dances held 
upstairs in the Town House or at the Pettes barn on Tuttle Hill 
Road, currently owned by the Ackil family. 


The year began with Gary Hamel and Sharon Proulx creating 
new displays in the meeting room and upstairs in the historical 
room. It is always a challenge to display the new acquisitions in 
an informative and attractive manner, but one which we enjoy. 


Community outreach continued this year with Gary Hamel 
making a trip to West Canaan to visit a 4-H group. He shared 
with them his knowledge of 
genealogy. The Hadley, 
Flanders and Wendell 
families sought out Gary’s 
vast knowledge of Orange’s 
history as they each research 
their family genealogy and 
how it relates to Orange, NH. 


Sandi Pierson has been doing 
some interesting research this 
year. She has spent 
considerable time locating, | Fluorapatite collected in 1993 at the 
identifying, and Woods Prospect on Tug Mountain 
photographing a number of Road. Photographed from the 
the antiquated mines of collection of Gordon Jackson. 
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Orange. The beautiful gems and minerals that were found in 
these mines are also being photographed. She is finding these 
specimens through the Capital Mineral Club and special exhibits 
from gemologists and museums. 


For all of the mines, she has compiled the data of original 
ownership, dates of operation, and what was mined. Copies of 
maps showing measurements, depths, water “pits”, and the 
property layouts of the buildings and rail lines have also proved 
very helpful. During her research, she learned that the Pinnacle 
in Orange has the largest deposit of Pegmatite in New 
Hampshire. Pegmatite is an igneous rock where the most 
precious gems are found. 


Locating and photographing perambulation stones is also one of 
Sandi’s interests. Some are difficult to locate, such as the 
beautiful cairn deep in the woods on the side of Barber Mountain 
where Grafton, Alexandria, and Orange intersect. 


A few other sites Sandi has photographed include: a cellar hole 
in excellent condition within the Sudrabin Forest, and a mill site 
on a stream near Tug Mountain (Payson property) that 
eventually feeds Orange Brook. The whole of the Derby Pond

Recycling Report: Thanks to residents’ use of zero-sort 
recycling, 56.26 tons of trash got diverted from the landfill— 
saving the Town valuable tax dollars. This is another great 
achievement that supports good conservation practices. 


Illegal Dump Clean Up: In November of 2013, Commission 
members again observed trash illegally dumped along the scenic 
portion of Burnt Hill Road. The Commission and Road Agent 
quickly responded and joined forces to clean up this waste. It 
was disposed at the Canaan Transfer station. A big thanks to the 
commission members, along with Road Agent Scott Sanborn, for 
another rapid-response cleanup.

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the future. The impetus behind inviting Ben Kilham came from 
our local bears themselves. They had come out of hibernation 
two months early, and several residents had reported minor 
issues with the bears’ presence on their properties. The audience 
raised good questions about best practices when encountering 
Black Bears and preventing potential issues or injuries. 


Invasive Plants Monitoring and Awareness: The OCC has 
been monitoring the increase of invasive plants in our area— 
particularly Japanese knotweed and garlic mustard, which have 
been propagating in some areas of Orange. The Commission will 
continue to monitor these plants to see if they cause harm to 
native vegetation or harm the environment in other ways. If 
necessary, we’ll consider action to remove these plants on 
roadsides and public land, or make landowners aware of them. 


Natural Resources Inventory Update Initiative: This year the 
OCC 1s working collectively on updating the Natural Resources 
Chapter of the Orange Master Plan. These efforts will be 
extensive and ongoing as we support the Planning Board’s 
efforts to update to the Orange Master Plan this year.

SUPPORTED BY THE TOWN OF ORANGE 


VISITING NURSE & HOSPICE 
OF VERMONT AND NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Visiting Nurse & Hospice of Vermont and New Hampshire is 
a compassionate, non-profit healthcare organization committed 
to providing the highest quality home healthcare and hospice 
support services to individuals and their families. Our services 
include offering public wellness and flu clinics, in addition to 
free community trauma bereavement services following 
disasters. 


Visiting Nurse & Hospice clients are of all ages, from all 
backgrounds, and at all stages in life. The one commonality is a 
desire to be cared for at home in case of illness and injury. Just 
like the local rescue squad or fire department, Visiting Nurse & 
Hospice provides a measure of security, a safety net for the 
community. By keeping residents out of emergency rooms and 
hospitals and reducing the need for relocation to nursing homes, 
our care offers significant savings in the town’s emergency 
services and other medical expenses. 


Services are provided to all in need regardless of ability to 
pay. Last year Visiting Nurse & Hospice made approximately 
132,000 home visits to 5,000 patients in over 100 communities, 
resulting in over 4 million dollars in unreimbursed charges for 
care to individuals. 


In Orange, we made 42 homecare visits to residents last 
year. Services included home visits to residents with short- 
term medical or physical needs, home visits to residents with 
chronic medical problems who need extended care in the 
home to avoid admission to a nursing home, home visits to 
residents who were in the final stages of their lives, and home 
visits to residents for well-baby, preventive and palliative 
medical care. Additionally, Orange residents made visits to 
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Visiting Nurse & Hospice community wellness clinics for foot 
care, blood pressure screenings, cholesterol testing and flu 
shots. 


We are grateful to the Town of Orange for partnering with the 
Visiting Nurse & Hospice to ensure that the town’s most 
vulnerable citizens — the frail elderly and disabled, people with 
terminal illnesses, those recovering from a major surgery or 
illness, mothers with high-risk pregnancies, children with high- 
tech medical needs, and the uninsured and underinsured — have 
access to skilled home health care and support. 


GRAFTON COUNTY SENIOR CITIZENS COUNCIL 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council is a private nonprofit 
organization that provides programs and services to support the 
health and well-being of our communities’ older citizens. The 
Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain 
independent in their own homes and communities for as long as 
possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Canaan and 
Lebanon as well as six other communities; operates adult in- 
home care from offices in Lebanon and Haverhill; and sponsors 
the Grafton County ServiceLink Resource Center and RSVP and 
the Volunteer Center. Through the centers, ServiceLink and 
RSVP, older adults and their families take part in a range of 
community-based long-term services including home delivered 
meals, community dining programs, transportation, counseling, 
elder care, chore/home repair services, recreational and 
educational programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2012-2013, 26 older residents of Orange were 
served by one or more of the Council’s programs offered 
through the Mascoma Area Senior Center, and 4 Orange 
residents were assisted by ServiceLink: 
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e Older adults from Orange enjoyed 626 balanced 
meals in the company of friends in the center’s dining 
room. 

e Orange residents also received 540 home delivered 
meals this past year. 

e Orange residents accessed GCSCC transportation 
services on 259 occasions to access medical care, 
shopping, or other services, including the Senior 
Center for meals and activities. 

e They received assistance with problems, crises or 
issues of long-term care through 45 visits with a 
trained outreach worker or contacts with 
ServiceLink 

e Orange’s citizens volunteered to put their talents and 
skills to work for a better community through 572 
hours of volunteer service. 


The cost to provide Council services for Orange residents 
in 2012-2013 was $14,301.86. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much 
appreciates Orange’s support for our programs that enhance the 
independence and dignity of older citizens and enable them to 
meet the challenges of aging in the security and comfort of their 
own communities and homes. 


MASCOMA VALLEY HEALTH INITIATIVE 


MVHI is a nonprofit health organization serving the Upper 
Valley of New Hampshire. Our goal is to protect and promote 
the health of our community. MVHI was formed in 2001 with 
the mission of improving the health of the residents of five rural 
Mascoma Valley towns, and has grown to serve the towns of 
Canaan, Dorchester, Enfield, Grafton, Grantham, Hanover, 
Lebanon, Lyme, Orange, Orford, Piermont, and Plainfield. Our 
goal is to partner with community members and organizations 
who share our commitment to community health, to build a 
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strong and effective public health system that serves the needs of 
the residents of the Upper Valley. 


For the past two years, MVHI has been facilitating the 
development of the Upper Valley Public Health Advisory 
Council (UVPHAC). In February, 2013 the leadership team for 
the UVPHAC was assembled. It meets monthly to shape the 
structure and function of UVPHAC and to begin looking for 
opportunities for increased collective action. 


Our plans for 2014 include the following: 

Upper Valley Public Health Collaboration: We will 
continue to facilitate and support the Upper Valley Public Health 
Advisory Council (UVPHAC) in order to find ways to leverage 
our efforts across agencies and disciplines, to share good ideas, 
and generate new thinking. 

Immunization Program: We will continue to host free flu 
clinics for our residents, and we will continue to work with the 
State of New Hampshire and the UVPHAC to support school- 
based flu vaccine clinics to protect our youth. 

Indian River Youth 2 Youth Program and Mascoma 
Valley Prevention Network: We will continue to implement 
the Y2Y Program and the Parent Pledge Initiative in order to 
provide education to youth and parents about the importance of 
preventing alcohol and drug use among youth, and resources to 
help parents and other adults to find effective approaches. 


For 2014, we are requesting financial support from all 12 
towns and municipalities in our region at the level of 75 cents 
per capita. Based on this formula, our funding request of the 
Town of Orange (population: 331) is $248.25. 


Court Appointed Special Advocates (CASA) of NH 


CASA is a statewide, nonprofit organization that recruits, 
screens and trains volunteers to advocate for abused and 
neglected children in New Hampshire courts. As these children 
navigate the confusion of the courts and foster care systems, 
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CASA’s guardians ad litem help to insure their best interests are 
always being considered. Because CASA volunteers carry only 
one or two cases at a time, they are able to create a clear picture 
of the child’s needs so they end up in a safe, permanent home. 


The children CASA serves come from communities across 
the state, including Orange. In Grafton County, CASA served 
59 children last year. This number includes children who attend 
your schools, use local resources, and live with foster parents or 
with extended family members in your community. 


CASA volunteers also come from across the state and donate 
many miles and hours to fulfill their duties. Thanks to the 
financial support from the Town of Orange, CASA currently 
supervises 32 Grafton County volunteers. In 2013, these 
volunteers travelled 30,685 miles and spent 2,544 hours speaking 
up on behalf of those who cannot speak for themselves. 


UPPER VALLEY HAVEN 


We continue to keep the core programs of Food, Shelter, 
Education, Clothing and Case Management our primary focus. 
Together, we work each day to unravel poverty and then reshape 
and strengthen lives through those five core programs. 


Everyone wants and hopes for a safe place in their 
community where people facing enormous challenges can get 
help and relief; a place that will do the hard work of providing 
basic needs for those who are marginalized and misunderstood. 
What would our community be like if the Haven did not exist? 
Together, in fiscal year 2013, we helped over 11,000 individuals 
with emergency resources and lasting solutions. 


We are honored to have been chosen by the citizens of 
Orange to support our many programs in the past. We hope that 
you choose the Haven - an organization built by the community, 
for the community - again this fiscal year. 
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WEST CENTRAL BEHAVIORAL HEALTH 


West Central Behavioral Health is the NH designated 
community mental health center for Orange, as well as Sullivan 
and Southern Grafton counties. Our mission 1s “to reduce the 
burden of mental illness and to improve the quality of life in our 
community. We commit ourselves to provide services that are 
safe, effective, client-centered, timely and efficient.” Last year, 
West Central Behavioral Health experienced severe state budget 
cuts, regional economic hardship, and an increased need for 
services by uninsured or under-insured clients. West Central 
Behavioral Health is committed to making quality mental health 
services available to all people in the communities we serve 
regardless of their ability to pay. 


Our clients suffer from a wide range of disorders and illnesses 
including psychosis, schizophrenia, bipolar disorder, and all 
forms of addiction. We also see patients with anxiety, 
depression, and other impairing but highly treatable conditions. 
We work with all ages in outpatient clinics, homes, nursing 
homes, jails , schools and a residential supported living program, 
and offer a broad variety of counseling, psychiatric services, case 
management and emergency consultations. 


In fiscal year 2013, West Central Behavioral Health received 
an appropriation of $330.00 from the Town of Orange. During 
that year, West Central provided 72 hours of therapeutic services 
to Orange residents. 


TRI-COUNTY CAP 


Tri-County CAP is a trusted private non-profit that has been 
serving the 3 most northern counties of New Hampshire for over 
45 years. The Upper Valley Community Contact Office of the 
Tri-County Community Action Program provides many essential 
services to low-income and elderly citizens of Orange and the 
surrounding New Hampshire towns:

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 2013 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of 
New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work 
collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires 
in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a 
permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under 
State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside 
burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The 
New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are 
encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603- 
271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe 
open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to 
protect New MHampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at 
(603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


This past fire season started in late March with the first reported 
fire on March 26th 2013. April, which is the traditional start to 
our spring fire season, started very dry with little measurable 
precipitation until the middle of the month. Approximately 70% 
of our reportable fires occurred during the months’ of April and 
May. The largest fire was 51 acres on April 29th. 81% of our 
fires occurred on class 3 or 4 fire danger days. By mid May, 
extensive rains began which provided us with a very wet summer 
overall. We had a longer fall fire season due to drier than normal 
conditions following leaf fall. Fortunately most of these fires 
were small and quickly extinguished. The statewide system of 
16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on Class III or higher 
fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping 
most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick 
and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was 
supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger 
was especially high. Many homes in New Hampshire are 
located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where 
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homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the 
fires during the 2013 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire 
from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your 
roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and 
maintaining adequate green space around your home free of 
flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help 
Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest 
Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

Forty-eight percent of Orange residents 
are Canaan Library card holders. 


Libraries throughout New Hampshire offer a variety of 
entertainment and educational materials to taxpayers at a very 
economical rate. How much would they need to pay out-of- 
pocket if they purchased their books, movies and other library 
services in stores? The NH Library Use Calculator is based on 
the spreadsheet developed by the Massachusetts Library 
Association and adapted for web use by the Maine State Library, 
the Chelmsford Public Library and the Chelsea Memorial 
Library. 


In 2013, Orange users of the Canaan Town Library made up 
5.06% of total patrons. They would have paid $23,487.51 out of 
pocket for the services they received from the library. Library 
Use Calculator can be found at www.canaanlibrary.org. 


Thanks to the Friends of the Library we were able to add 
Museum Passes to our library collection. Library patrons are 
now able to visit Billings Farm, VINS, and the Shelburne 
Museum free of charge with our membership. Other 
improvements to the library include remote access for patrons to 
their library accounts. Patrons are now able to renew, place 
holds, and create lists of library materials from home, further 
increasing the accessibility of our library to our community.

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AUDITORS’ REPORT 
Year Ending December 31, 2013 


At the time of this report, the audit of the Selectboard is still 
pending. The audit should be performed in the near future once 
their reports are complete and ready for review. The Tax 
Collector, Town Clerk, Treasurer and Trustee of Trust Funds 
have all been audited, with no adjustments required. We believe 
their reports as presented are an accurate reflection of the 
financial position of the Town of Orange for the year ending 
December 31, 2013. 


Once the audit of all functions is complete, our MS-60 audit 
Report will be filed with the Selectboard. At that point, any 
recommendations as a result of this year’s audit will be available 
to any interested resident of the Town. All recommendations 
will also be included in next year’s Town Report as required by 
RSA 21-J:19. 


Per RSA 21-J:19, “the summary of findings and 
recommendations of the auditors shall be published in the next 
annual report following the fiscal year in which the audit was 
completed.” We have therefore listed all the recommendations 
that resulted from the 2012 audit below this year’s report.

Observations — Part 1. General Ledger & Financial Records 


Selectboard should review the monthly reconciliation as 
recommended in the Treasurer's portion of this report. 
Selectboard's MTD voucher totals should balance with 
Treasurer's reconciled expenses every month to make balancing 
at year end a seamless process. 


We strongly recommend the Selectboard have their financial 
reports ready by mid-February so the auditors can review them 
prior to publication in the Annual Town Report. We also 
recommend the MS-5 be completed closer to the April 1 
deadline as opposed to the end of July. We understand this year 
was difficult given the change of duties in the office and 
difficulties getting support to complete the form. Going forward, 
however, the expectation would be to adhere to the April Ist 
deadline so the audit and MS-60 can be completed in a more 
timely manner. 


Observations — Part 2. Treasurer 


Establish a reconciliation worksheet and provide it to the 
Selectboard on a monthly basis. Because Quickbooks deducts 
FICA/tax from payroll vouchers, monthly expenses per 
Treasurer's Quickbooks may differ from Selectboard's monthly 
expenses should FICA payment not be made during the same 
month. This happens if vouchers are processed near the end of a 
month. The recommended reconciliation between Treasurer and 
Selectboard is as follows: 


Add monthly Payments by Treasurer 


Add Back FICA that was withheld during month but not yet paid 
Subtract out FICA that was paid during month but was withheld 
in a prior month 
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*the sum of these three items should equal the 
Selectboard's voucher total for the month any FICA that was 
both withheld and paid in the current month should not be 
factored in as it does not create a variance. 


Observations - Part 3. Tax Collector 
No recommended changes 


Observations - Part 4. Trustees 


We recommend the Trustee of Trust Funds research whether or 
not the form should be tracking the principal and interest 
separately and reporting it as such on the MS-9 and MS-10 
forms. The beginning principal reported includes the income 
from the prior year for these accounts and the beginning income 
is being reported as zero. Total income represents only the 
current year's income. Based on the forms, it appears as though 
the two should be kept separate when rolling the numbers 
forward from year to year.

Picnic on Cardigan 
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Finishing up with a bit of trail history in Orange.... 
The Mascoma Trail 


I first heard mention of a long-forgotten “Mascoma Trail” a 
few years ago at a Quabbin-to-Cardigan Corridor meeting. The 
Mascoma Trail purportedly connected Cardigan Mountain to the 
Appalachian Trail. As a woodswalker and Orange enthusiast, 
this excited me, but, alas, my subsequent research turned up 
nothing. After awhile, for the most part, I forgot about it. 

One night while reading a small book written about sixty 
years ago by Philip Morrill that briefly summarized almost every 
mine location and mineral findings in New Hampshire, I came 
across the Keyes Mine #1 entry. Well, I almost fell out of bed 
when I read that the mine was, “Just west of the Mascoma Trail.” 
Wow, the Mascoma Trail was real! Thus my search was 
revitalized... and no stone would be left unturned! 

Though I assumed a trail from Cardigan that connected to 
the Appalachian Trail would do so at Moose Mountain, 
ultimately my findings would prove me wrong. The Mascoma 
Trail narratives that I would eventually unearth from a 74-year- 
old AMC White Mountain Guide would reveal it spanned from 
Cardigan to Smarts Mountain. It stated that the 20-mile 
Mascoma Trail was opened in conjunction with the Appalachian 
Mountain Club by Clyde F. Smith, Sr., the Cardigan firetower 
watchman from 1933 to 1942. Due to a lack of use and 
maintenance, within twenty years, 
only segments of the Mascoma 
Trail would remain and it would 
soon meet its official demise. 

The trail: Beginning from the 
Cardigan summit, you would dip 
over to Firescrew via the Mowglis 
Trail and continue on this trail past

Cilley’s Cave until finally Boys Camp, founded in 1903 
emerging at the highest elevation in nearby Hebron, was 
of the Class VI New Colony Road. sometimes used as trail signs 
Here, the New Colony Road south around Cardigan. 
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is called Orange Cove Trail, and north toward Groton it 
continues as the Mowglis Trail. 

At this road intersection, looking up to the west are the 
distinct north and south summits of Cataloochee Mountain 
(sometimes seen on maps as Catalooge). The Mascoma Trail 
pitched over the south summit of Cataloochee at 2,564 feet 
before descending through the forest and then, according to the 
guidebook, “across the pasture and open field to the tumble- 
down buildings of the Farr place.” Not surprisingly, the Edwin 
Farr place 1s now but a lonely cellar hole in the woods within the 
confines of Cardigan State Forest. At one time, though, the Farr 
place was reputed to have the largest barn in Grafton County. 








The north and south summits of Cataloochee Mountain, 
one hardwood and one evergreen. 

From the Farr place, the Mascoma Trail ascended to Derby 
Pond. Reading Morrill’s book, it appears the trail used the Keyes 
Mine road to get to the pond. The AMC guidebook notes that the 
trail “crosses the South Branch of the Baker River and rises 
steeply through beautiful forest to the abandoned Keyes mica 
mine. Here are the old engine and buildings, one which is usable 
as a camp.” 

Derby Pond is shared by Canaan and Orange and it is noted 
in the AMC trail guide that a backpacker’s shelter was built on 
the Orange side. From Derby Pond, as the trail continued to 
nearby Bryant Pond, the woodswalker would leave Orange, take 
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a brief walk through the northwestern corner of Canaan and 
proceed into Dorchester. 

Once in Dorchester, the trail crossed Kimball Peak (2,340 
feet), descended to Route 118, and made its way to Cummins 
Pond where there was a girls’ camp called Mascoma Lodge. 
From Cummins Pond it was a long ascent on the Mascoma Trail 
to the summit of Smarts Mountain where it joined the 
Appalachian Trail at the firetower. At one point in trail history, 
the section of Mascoma Trail between Cummins Pond and the 
Smarts firetower was the designated Appalachian Trail. Also in 
this vicinity is the site of the 1996 Christmas Eve Learjet plane 
crash which was the longest aircraft search in the state’s history. 
Long after the search was aborted, a forester for Bob and Sandy 
Green would inadvertently stumble upon the wreckage. 

A notation in the guidebook indicates that Smarts Mountain 
was earlier known as Maskoma Mountain. Though I’ve used the 
traditional spelling of Mascoma here, the trail itself, back in 
1938, was officially the Maskoma Trail. This summer, my sister 
and I look forward to replicating the hike between Cardigan and 
Smarts as described in the guidebook. It remains to be seen if 
any remnants of this historical trail will be found.
